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HIGH PRICES PREVAIL 


FOR MANY VEGETABLES 


' "Special crop" farmers and others 


who "always plant more vegetables 
than they need" are happy this year 
because of greatly advanced prices. 


Just a brief review of recent mark- 


et quotations in tiie "green goods" 
line shows at once how marked is the 
upward trend. Whether it will soar 
still higher as winter sets in remains 
to be seen. 
, Wisconsin cabbage growers are re- 
ceiving about $35 a ton, as against 
$G to $10 a ton last year. A steady 
advance has been noted in the ouion 
market. 
Growers are getting 
at 


wholesale from 75 cents to $1.50 a 
bushel for first grade. 
Squash is 


rated now at about $40 a ton, while 
turnips are selling at from $2 to 
?2.50 a barrel. 
Three grades of 


navy beans, the marrowfat, medium, 
and pea, are quoted at $5.70 a bush- 
el—a price not recorded in recent 
years. 
The prevalence of "anthrac- 


nose" disease and the' hot weather, 
which kept the beans from setting 
properly, is said to be one of the 
causes for he high prices. 


The high price of vegetables in 


general is given by J. 11. Hepler of 
the University of Wisconsin, as one 
of the causes for increased potato 
prices. ".Last year 'average' to 'low' 
prices prevailed in the 
vegetable 


market," explains Mr. Hepler, "and 
as a. result many growers quit raising 
vegetables, 
which sent 
prices up 


again, this season. 
Probably next 


year will see another reaction to low 
prices following a larger crop, in- 
duced by better market conditions 
this fall."

Aluminum In Dutch Guiana. ,

A sheet Iron jacket, with neither 


top nor bottom, set up from the Hoar, 
will Increase the rapidity of air cir- 
culation, since only the air within 
the Jacket Is heated.

circuit In the rooms large, to give 
enough radiating surface. 
The main 


body, case iu sections for convenience 
in handling, is often mndo quite Ir- 
regular, in order to expose more sur- 
face to the lire.

smaller pipes connect with one end 
of the radiator In" each room, 
other end of the radiator is 
net1 led to a largo return pipe, which 
enters the heater at tho grate level.

Choosing Fuel. 


For hard coal a deep Urebox gives 


best results. Hard coal burns slowly 
and requires less air than soft coal 
or wood, aud the deep fire serves as 
a check 011 the air.

larger surface, and of course will re- 
quire more frequent firing. Ail-round 
steam and hot-water boilers are made 
for hard coal. A sectional boiler may 
be lengthened by. adding sections and 
the size of the firebox be thereby in- 
creased.

styles are offered; one \ylth a Hat- 
top firebox, and one with water arms.

'It will cost about two-thirds 
more than hot air, but hot-air outfits 
last only from 7 to 9 years, with yearly 
repairs, .while the hot-water; system 
will last from three to six times as 
long, with no expense or upkeep. 


The cost of a hot-water-system will 


be' about $85 or $90 for radiators, $130 
for the heater, and about .$05. for In- 
stallation, 
Any farmer who Is nt all 


handy as a meqhanlc can do the work,, 
leaving $210 for the plant, compared 
with $175 for hot uir.- 


A hotkiir system may give reason- 


ably 
satisfactory 
results 
in 
small 


buildings, • but 
for • large houses 
and 


under most conditions either steam or 
hot water is unhesitatingly recom- 
mended. 
The higher, cost is more 


than- offset, in a few years, by a sav- 
ing of fuel and better results. 


Nothing has been said about steam 


systems. 
Little need be said. 
They 


are like water systems In makeup, ex- 
cept that the expansion tank is. closed. 
There. Is no water in the radiators, 
only in the heater. 
There is no cir- 


culation until the water in-the'boiler' 
Is boiling, and there- Is pressure in the 
pipes and radiators; 
This pressure, 


while not Intended to be heavy, may 
become so If, not watched carefully. 
This is impossible in • the 
average 


home. In the mill, factory, or large 
flat building, (here is reason for keep- 
ing a mian on duty" constantly, but not 
so in the home. 


By the process of elimination, it can 


safely be claimed tbnt steam is not 
safe, and hot air is not satisfactory to 
any degree; while hot water, not per- 
fect because It costs too much, is" the 
best-system of the three for heating a 
home'..

Combination System. 


A combination system—a combina- 


tion of hot water and hot uir—is sthe 
ideal "• system. ' However, Instead 
of 


using a''standard hbt-hlr furnace, with 
a-coil in the-firebox for heating, the 
water 
(similar to 'that-used'- In- a 


kitchen range); it Is much better to 
•place' a large radiator or a coll of 
common pipe in" a box In the cellar, 
which Is .open to: the room above and 
'to the-outside air.- This, system may 
be installed at an additional cost of 
$25,: and provides a fresh-air';: supply 
at all times.- It Is 'claimed, and; with 
much 'reason,; that ; ventilation ,1s not 
necessary in. the.-average house; that

(bin, only about one-eighth of an inch 
long, and are borne in small clusters 
near the tips of the branches.

fruit resembles a miniature caraway 
seed.

Aluminum in Dutch Guiana. 


In the past there has been consider- 


able excitement in Dutch Guiana, due 
to the discovery of large deposits of 
bauxite on the Surinam river, some 
four-hours journey from Paramaribo. 
It is from this clay-like aluminum fer- 
ric hydrosid that aluminum is made, 
and the discovery of the rich fields of 
clay has stirred up many prospectors. 


One company has taken possession 


of the hill deposits, but engineers hold 
that the clay is probably located at 
various depths. It can be1 easily trans- 
ported, as several broad, navigable 
rivers nm near this district, which 
will probably be developed rapidly. 
The government is very careful in is- 
suing authorizations to prospect, and 
these rights are reserved for "Nether- 
landers, Surinamers or companies es- 
tablished in the Netherlands or in Su- 
rinam.

rent of air will become so cold while 
.passing down the cold walls that the 
tsfove cannot heat the room comforta- 
ibly. 


A sheet iron jacket, with neither 


top nor bottom, set up from the floor, 
will increase the rapidity of air cir: 


culation, since only the air 
within 


the jacket is heated. This air gets hot- 
ter and rises faster, thus making a 
more rapid circulation and a more ef- 
fective heat. 


A Furnace. 


A stove with a jacket, placed in the 


cellar, b6comes a furnace. A brick 
wall may be substituted for the steel 
jacket. *'A return flue through 
the 


floor some distance from the furnace, 
makes the system complete. 
Such u 


scheme is used for many churches, 
schools and assembly rooms, where the 
basement can be used as a furnace 
room. 


When this furnace is set a little 


lower in the ground and the ueck 
divided, into several small pipes, it 
may be used to heat several rooms. 
Heat is conducted to the second-floor 
rooms by rectangular pipes set iu the 
walls between the studs. 
Over each 


opening in the floor or walls is y 
register of perforated cast Iron. 


In each pipe leading from n fur- 


nace is a dumper, so that any" pipe 
may be closed at will. There is a 
return air duct, to he used when the 
weather is too cold to allow the 
heated and used air to pass out of 
the house. The rooms are full of air 
at all times, and more air cannot be 
forced into them by the small pressure 
exerted by the warm air In the pipes 
below. In order to get this worm air 
into the rooms a way must be pro- 
vided for the cold air to get out. This 
is done by means of a return air duct, 
which may open into a chimney and 
allow the air to pass out; or under 
the furnace and permit the air to be

Coin-Worked Electric Fans. 


There is now on the market an elee- 


trict fan which can be operated only 
by placing a coin in its slot, whereupon 
it operates for a certain length of time, 
according to the amount of current 
tvhich the owner desires to supply for 
the money paid, says the Scientific 
American Magazine. 
When a coin is 


dropped into the slot a clock mechan- 
ism is wound up in the base of the fan. 
For a nickel, for instance, the fan may 
operate one hour, either constantly or 
Intermittently, according to the wishes 


reheated and returned to 
the room. When this is 
done the fresh-air duct 
may be closed or partly 
closed. 


The burning of the air 


in order to get heat suf- 
lir-ient to warm the rooms, 
limits the usefulness of 
tins style of heating to 
small houses, and general- 
ly to one floor. To be suc- 
cessful, the furnace must 
be large and the pipes 
from 00 to 100 per cent 
larger than are ordinarily 
used. 


All pipes, in cellar and 


iu walls, should be cov- 


ered with asbestos paper to protect 
the pipes and to save heat. A damp- 
er in every pipe and also in the smoke 
flue will aid materially in controlling 
and distributing heat. Chimney flues 
should be 10 by 10 inches or larger. 


Hot Water. 


A hot-water sjslem is only a slight 


elaboration of the principle. Enlarge 
the base to inclose the fire, ami re- 
duce the size of the tube or pipe be- 
tween the fire and the rooms to be 
heated, and make that part of the 
circuit in the rooms large, to give 
enough radiating surface. 
The main 


body, cast in sections for comenienco 
in handling, is olten made quite ir- 
regular, m order to expose more sur- 
face to the fire, Water is conducted 
through a large pipe, from which 
smaller pipes connect with one end 


each room. The 
radiator is con- 


nected to a large return pipe, which 
enters the heater at the grate level. 
This allows for a more rapid circula- 
tion than if a single pipe were used 
for each radiator. 


Allowance must lie made for the 


expansion of the water. This is done 
b.\ placing an open tank in the attic, 
or in a second-floor room above the 
top of the highest radiator, and con- 
necting with the system at some con- 
venient point. The system may be 
filled through this tank if there is no 
pressure system ut hand. 


This is, culled the open-tank hot- 


water 
system. If 
the 
tank 
were 


capped tight, and little or no water 
readied the tank, there would be a 
quantity of air confined which would 
be compressed, because the water iu 
the heater, pipes and radiators ex- 
pands 
when heated. This is the 


closed tank or sernisleam 
system. 


The advantage is a higher tempera- 
ture of the water before the boiling 
point is reached. Tiie higher tem- 
perature will allow of smtiller pipes 
and smaller radiators, and the prac- 
tice is to install n smaller heater 
also. 
The cost 
of installation will 


consequently be less. 


Objections to this system are: 
The 


need of safety devices, which may- 
fail, and harder firing, which requires 
more fuel." 


Vapor or Vacuum System. 


The vapor or vacuum system is a 


comparatively recent development. It 
is the opposite in principle of the 
closed-tank hot-water system as the 
air is exhausted from the pipes and 
radiators and water stands in the

heater only, as in a steam system. 
The exhaustion of the air makes it 
possible to produce steam at a tem- 
perature as low as 125 degrees Fah- 
renheit, which means that a small fire 
will produce results in a few minutes, 
because there are only a few gallons 
of water in the heater. It is virtually 
a steam system, and requires protec- 
tive devices as carefully adjusted and 
attended as a steam system. Further- 
more,, leaks in the system will de- 
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time till about four o'clock, then it 
melted.

Choosing Fuel. 


Fcr hard coal a deep firebox gives 


best results. Hard coal burns slowly 
and requires less air than soft foal 
or wood, and the deep fire serves as 
a check on the air. Soft coal and 
wood burn best in a thin layer over a 
larger surface, and of course will re- 
quire more frequent firing. All-round 
steam and hot-water boilers are made 
for hard coal. A sectional boiler may 
be lengthened by adding sections aud 
the size of the firebox be thereby in- 
creased. 


In round hot-water boilers, two 


styles are offered; one with a flat- 
top firebox, and one with water arms. 
The one with the flat top is much 
more easily cleaned than the one luiv- 
iug rater arms, and the healing coil 
is much more easily installed. 
The 


latter style is intended to give more 
heating surface in the firebox, but 
this feature is more than offset by 
the advantages mentioned. 


In placing any of these heaters the 


clean-out doors should not he bucked 
up against a chimney or partition. 


Radiators. 


The radiators are of cast or sheet 


iron, made up in sections, which may 
be placed together to give the re- 
quired amount of radioing su"f:i''e. 
The standard si/.e is 88 inches high, 
three-column, and contains 0 square 
feet of radiation per section. A four- 
column oS-ineh radiator contains S 
square feet of radiating surface. They 
sell for 18 to 20 cents a square foot. 
Each radiator has a valve at oue end 
to cut off the water. In this valve is 
a pinhole, through which circulation 
will continue and Ihus prevent freez- 
ing \Uipn the radiation is cut off. 
At 


the top of each radiator, at one end, 
is an air valve, which rmist be opened

while filling the system, in order to 
let the air out, else the water cannot 
get in. When water flows from the 
valve it may be closed. This valve 
should be opened from time to time 
after' filling the system, to let out air 
that has separated from the water* and 
gathered in the top of the radiator. 
The small chamber of air will very 
effectively 
check 
the 
circulation 


through the radiator aud it will not 
heat. 


Cost. 


The cost of a hot-water system for 


a six-room house will be about $275 
or $300. It will cost about two-thirds 
more than hot air, but hot-air outfits 
last only from 7 to 9 years, with yearly 
repairs, while the hot-water system 
will last from three to six times as 
long, with no expense or upkeep. 


The cost of a hot-water system will 


be'about $85 or $90 for radiators, $130 
for the heater, and about $05 for in- 
stallation. 
Any farmer who is at all 


handy as a mechanic can do the work, 
leaving $210 for the plant, compared 
with $17o for hot air. 


A hot'air system may give reason- 


ably satisfactory 
results 
in 
small 


buildings, but for large houses and 
under most conditions either steam or 
hot water is unhesitatiugly recom- 
mended. The higher cost is more 
than offset, in a few years, by a sav- 
ing of fuel and better results. 


Nothing has been said about steam 


systems. Little need be said. 
They 


are like water systems in makeup, ex- 
cept that the expansion tank is closed. 
There is no water in the radiators, 
only in the heater. 
There is no cir- 


culation until the water in the boiler 
is boiling, and there Is pressure in the' 
pipes and radiators. This pressure, 
while not intended to be heavy, may 
become so if, not watched carefully. 
This is impossible in the average 
home. In the mill, factory, or large 
flat building, there is reason for keep- 
ing a ninn on duty constantly, but not 
so in the home. 


By the process of elimination, it can 


safely be claimed that steam is not 
safe, and hot air is uot satisfactory to 
any degree; while hot water, not per- 
fect because it costs too much, is the 
best system of the three for heating a 
home. 


Combination System. 


A combination system—a combina- 


tion of hot water and hot air—is sthe 
ideal system. However, instead of 
using a standard hot-air furnace, with 
a'coil in the firebox for heating the 
water (similar to that used in a 
kitchen range), it is much better to 
place a large radiator or a coil of 
common pipe iu a box in the cellar, 
which is open to the room above and 
'to the outside air. 
This system may 


be installed at an additional cost of 
$23, and provides a fresh-air supply 
at all times. It is claimed, and with 
much reason,, that ventilation, is not 
necessary in the average house; that 
the air in the rooms is changed often 
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a failure, and I have faith to believe 
that everything'will come all right."— 
Christian Herald.

hearlh, damper and ash traps, to- 
gether with the added flue in the 
chimney. 
The flue .should be large. 


A flue S by 8 inches is usually too 
small. A fireplace should be at least 
30 inches wide, 28 inches high, aud 16 
inches deep, or as near these dimen- 
sions as the commercial facing and 
lining materials will make. Colored 
brick with a rough face, make n most 
satisfactory facing, and may be placed 
at the time the chimney is built. The 
lining should, of course, be of fire- 
brick. A hearth is easily built, using 
a smooth hard bricli or tile. 


The essentials of a satisfactory fire- 


place are: 
(1) a large flue; (2) a 


smooth thront set well to the front; 
(3) a thin lip. A smoking fireplace 
can usually-be remedied by adding a 
thin lip-member. 


Firing. 


Economical stoking is an art. 
Hard 


coal is popular because the average 
person does not care to fire every 
half hour. However, a little admix- 
ture of brains with the coal will pay, 
even with hard coal. In general, odd 
as small an amount of coal as possible 
at each firing, and fire often. Do not 
entirely cover the bed of live coals, 
but leave a small hole, where sufficient

heat can get through to fire the gases 
as they'distill off from the new coal, 
otherwise they are' lost up the chim- 
ney.

Use. a slice-bar, and pre- 


vent a tendency to cake at the bot- 
tom of the fire.

Heal progress was made when the 


grate iii'e was moved to the center

si/.e of the flue was reduced 75 per 
cent, and the large loss of heat char- 
neterisiic of the open-grate tin* was 
eliminated. 


Another step was made when the 


stove was moved to the cellar, and 


•reheated and returned to 
the room. When this is 
done the 
fresh-air 
duct 


may by closed or partly 
closed. 


The burning of tne alr 


in order to get heat suf- 
ficient to warm the rooms, 
limits the usefulness of 
this style of heating to 
small houses, and general- 
ly to one floor. To be suc- 
cessful, the furnace must 
be large and the pipes 
from 50 to 100 per cent 
larger than are ordinarily 
used. 


All pipes, in cellar and 


in walls, should be cov- 


ered with asbestos paper to protect 
(he pipes and to save heat. A damp- 
er in every pipe and also in the smoke 
flue will aid materially in controlling 
and distributing iieat. Chimney flues 
should be 10 by 10 inches or larger. 


Hot Water. 


A hot-water system is only a slight 


elaboration of the principle. Enlarge 
The base to inclose the fire, and re- 
duce the size of the tube or pipe be- 
tween the lire and the rooms to be 
heated, and make that part of the 
circuit iu the rooms large, to give 
enough radiating surface. 
The main 


body, cast iu sections for convenience 
in handling, is often made unite ir- 
regular, in order to expose more sur- 
face to the fire.

Aluminum in Dutch Guiana. 


In the past there has been consider- 


able excitement in Dutch Guiana, due 
to the discovery of large deposits of 
bauxite on the Surinam river, some 
four,hours journey from Paramaribo. 
It is from this clay-like aluminum fer- 
ric hydroxicl that aluminum is made, 
and the discovery of the rich fields of 
clay has stirred up many prospectors. 


One company has taken possession 


of the hill deposits, but engineers hold 
that tho clay is probably located at 
various depths. It can be'easily trans- 
ported, as several 
broad, navigable 


rivers run near tills district, which 
will probably be developed rapidly. 
The government is very careful in is- 
suing authorizations to prospect, and 
these rights arc reserved'for 'Nether- 
landers, Surlnnmers or companies es- 
tablished iu the Netherlands or In Su- 
rinam.

mice is produced which will hpat two 
or more rooms, one for each pipe. 


Later improvements gave UK the hot- 


water and steam systems; and these 
now lind some competition in the vapor 
system. 


A combination of hot air with either 


,hot water, .steam or vapor, known as 
a combination system, is now often 
used. 


The outside of a stove becomes hot 


from the fire within which heats the 
air iu contact with it. This air in turn 
becomes lighter, rises, and is replaced 
by cold air from below and at the 
sides. This displacement of warm air 
by cold air continues, and produces 
currents. 
The 
room . can 
be 
made 


^comfortable with a stove when it is 
,not too cold outside.. If very cold out- 
side, say ten degrees below, the cur- 
rent of air will become so cold while 
.passing down the cold walls that the 
•stove cannot beat the room comforta- 
bly. 


A sheet iron jacket, with neither 


top nor bottom, set up from the ilooi% 
will increase the rapidity of air cir- 
culation, since only the air within 
the jacket is heated. This air gets hot- 
ter and rises faster, thus making a 
more rapid circulation aud a more ef- 
fective heat. 


A Furnace. 


A stove witli a jacket, placed in the 


cellar, becomes a furnace. 
A brick 


wail may be substituted for the steel 
jacket. -'A return flue through 
the 


floor some distance from the furnace, 
makes the system complete. 
Sucli a 


scheme is used for many churches, 
schools and assembly rooms, where the 
basement .can be used as a furnace 
room. 


When this furnace is set a little 


lower iu the ground and the neck 
divided, into several small pipes, it 
may bo, used to heat several rooms. 
Heat is conducted to the second-floor 
rooms by rectangular pipes Ret iu the 
walls between the studs. 
Over each 


opening in the floor or walls is a 
register of perforated cast iron. 


In each pipe leading from a fur- 


nace is a damper, so that any pi.pe 
may be closed at will. 
There is a 


return air duct, to be used when the 
weather is too cold to 
allow 
the 


heated and used air to pass out of 
the house. 
The rooms are full of air 


at all times, and more air cannot be 
forced into them by the small pressure, 
exerted by the warm air In the pipes 
below. In order to get this warm air 
into the rooms a way must be pro- 
vided for the cold air to get out. This 
Is done by means of a return air duct, 
which may open into a chimney and 
allow the air to pass out; or tinder 
the furnace and permit the air to be 


Weather Changes in Montana.

Coin-Worked Electric Fans. 


There is now on the market an elec- 


trict fan which can be operated only 
by placing a coin in its slot, whereupon 
it operates for a certain length of time, 
according to the amount of current 
which the owner desires to supply for 
the money paid, says the Scientific 
American Magazine. 
When a coin is 


dropped into the slot a clock mechan- 
ism Is wound up in the base of the fan. 
For a nickel, for instance, the fan may 
operate one hour, either constantly or 
Intermittently, according to the wlslies 


nected to a large return pipe, which 
enters the heater at the grate level.

Til* advantage is a higher tempera- 
ture of the water before the boiling 
point is reached. 
The higher tem- 


perature will allow of smaller pipes 
and smaller radiators, and the prac- 
tice is to install a smaller heater 
also. 
The cost 
of installation will 


consequently be less. 


Objections to this system are: 
The 


need of safety devices, which may- 
fail, and harder firing, which requires 
more fuel. 


Vapor or Vacuum System. 


The vapor or vacuum system Is a 


comparatively recent development. 
It 


is the opposite in principle of the 
closed-tank hot-water system as the 
air is exhausted from the pipes and 
radiators 
and water stands in the

heater only, as in a steam system. 
The exhaustion of the air makes it 
possible to produce steam at a tem- 
perature as low ns 125 degrees Fah- 
renheit, which means that a small fire 
will produce results in a few minutes, 
because there are only a few gallons 
of water in the heater. It is virtually 
a steam system, and requires protec- 
tive devices as carefully adjusted and 
attended as a steam system. Further- 
more,, leaks iu the system will de-

Choosing Fuel. 


For hard coal a deep firebox pves 


best results. Hard coal burns slowly 
aud requires less air than soft coal 
or wood, and the deep fire serves as 
a check on the air. Soft coal and 
wood burn best in a thin layer over a 
larger surface, and of course will re- 
quire more frequent firing. All-round 
steam and hot-water boilers are made 
for hard coal. A sectional boiler may- 
be lengthened by adding sections aud 
the size of the firebox be thereby in- 
creased.

styles are offered; one with a fiat- 
top firebox, and one with water arms.

Radiators.

The standard si/.e is 3S inches high, 
three-column, and contains 0 square 
feet of radiation per section. A four- 
column :;S-inch radiator contains S 
square feet of radiating surface. They 
sell for IS to 20 cents a square fool. 
Kach radiator has a valve at one end 
to cut off the water. In Ihis valve is 
a pinhole, through which circulation 
will continue and thus prevent free/- 
ing when the radiation is cut off.

while filling the system, in order to 
let the air out, else the water cannot 
get in. 
When water flows from the

Cost. 


The cost of a hot-water system for 


a she-room house will be about 5275 
or $300. It will cost about two-thirds 
more than hot air, hut hot-air outfits 
last only from 7 to 9 years, with yearly 
repairs, while the hot-water 
system 


will last from three to six times as 
long, with no expense or upkeep. 


The cost of a hot-water system will 


be' about $85 or $90 for radiators, $130 
for the heater, and about S05 for in- 
stallation. Any farmer who is at all 
handy as a mechanic can do the work, 
leaving $210 for the plant, compared 
with $175 for hot air. 


A hot-air system may give reason- 


ably 
satisfactory 
results 
in 
small 


buildings, but for large houses and 
under most conditions either steam or 
hot water is unhesitatingly recom- 
mended. 
The higher cost is 
more 


than offset, in a few years, by a sav- 
ing of fuel and better results. 


Nothing has been said about steam 


systems. 
I-iittle need be said. 
They 


are like water systems in makeup, ex- 
cept that the expansion tank is closed. 
There is no water in the radiators, 
only in the heater. There is no cir- 
culation until the water in the boiler 
is boiling, and there Is pressure in the 
pipes and radiators. 
This pressure, 


while not intended to be heavy, may 
become so if not watched carefully. 
This is impossible in the average 
home. 
In the mill, factory, or large 


flat building, there is reason for keep- 
ing a nmn on duty constantly, but not 
so in the home. 


By the process of elimination, it can 


safely be claimed that steam is not 
safe, and hot air is not satisfactory to 
any degree; while hot water, not per- 
fect because it costs too much, is the 
best system of the three for heating a 
home. 


Combination System. 


A combination system—a combina- 


tion of hot water and hot air—is the 
ideal 
system. 
However, instead of 


using a standard hot-air furnace, with 
a coil iu the firebox for heating the 
water (similar to that used in a 
kitchen range), it is much better to 
place a large radiator or a coil of 
common pipe in a box in the cellar, 
which is open to the room above and 
'to the outside air. This system may 
be installed at an additional cost of 
$25, and provides a fresh-air supply 
at all times. It is claimed, and with 
much reason, that ventilation is not 
necessary in the average house; that 
the air in the rooms is changed often

Economical stoking is an art. Hard 


coal is popular because the average 
person does not care to fire every 
half hour.

Do not 
entirely cover the bed of live coals,

Habitually Used, It Is Said to Become 


Imbued With the Spirit of a 


' Signature. 


' ''Did' It ever occur to you," said a 
treasury o^iclat, "that a .forger has 
half! his work dono when he can get 
'hold o£ the''identical pen with which 
the owner oC the signature habitually 
writes? A great many men, company 
directors aud the like, use the same 
pen for their names only, for a year or 
two without change. 


"A pen that-has been, used by a 


man in writing his name hundreds of 
times, and never used for 'anything 
else, will almost write the name of 
Itself. It gets imbued with the spfrlt 
of the signature. In the hands of a 
fairly good forger It will preserve the 
characteristics ol' the original. The 
reason for this is that the point of the 
pen has been ground down In a pe- 
culiar way, from being used always by 
the same hand and for the same com|>i- 
nation of letters. It would splutter 
if held at n wrong angle or forced on 
lines against its will.. It almost guides 
the sensitive .hand of the forger when 
ho attempts .to write 'the name."

• the Cooling Capacity of That 


Apparatus Many Times. 


A clever and useful attachment for 


the electric fan, designed by a Los. 
Angeles Inventor, according to Science 
Monthly, .consists of a tin wheel which 
cun-.he;hooko(] on. any electric fan aud 
which will increase its cooling capac- 
ity many times. 


The spokes' or propellers of this 


.wheel are made of fine-mesh screen. 
The lower part of the wheel whirls in 
a tank which Is filled,with cold water. 
The electric, fan. causes the screen pro- 
pellers to,.revolvo and they dip into the

tank, throwing up

amount of water on the upward turn. 


The air is sent through_ the water 


and is \ cooled, pm-lfied arid cleaned. 
Perfume, a disinfectant, or a medicat- 
ed liquid, may he used instead of water,

war office. The prisoners captured and 
counted thus far number 3,400, includ- 
ing 100 officers. The text reads: 


"On the Verdun front, after intense 


artillery preparation, an attack on the 
right bank of the Meuse was launched 
at 11:40 a. m. 
The enemy line at- 


tacked on a front of seven kilometers 
(four and one-third miles) was broken 
through everywhere to a depth which, 
at the center, attained a distance of 
three kilometers (nearly two miles). 


"The village and fort of Douaumont 


are in our hands. 


"To the left our troops, advancing 


beyond the Thiaumont work and farm, 
rushed to Haudromont quarries and 
established themselves along the road 
from Brns to Dounumont. 


"On the right of the fort our line 


runs to the north of La Caillette wood 
along the western outskirts of the vil- 
lage of Vaux and the eastern border 
of Fumin wood, and continues to north 
of Chenols wood and the Damloup bat- 
tery. 


"Prisoners are pouring in. So far 


3,500, including about 100 officers, have 
been counted.

Washington, Oct. 27.—Following re- 


ceipt of a San Antonio bulletin say- 
ing that apparently authentic reports 
there were to the effect that Chihua- 
hua City was taken by Villa, General 
Gonzales at Juarez announced the re- 
ceipt of a message from Gen. Jucinto 
Trevino at Chihuahua City stating 
that all was quiet there. 


General Bell's report on the situa- 


tion at Chihuahua follows: 


"Following telegram was received 


from Chihuahua last evening: 


" 'Arrival about 2,000 meu from the

more secure for the present.

"This morning persons who arrived 


from Chihuahua state General Tre- 
vino had a train made up to take to 
Juarez the families of all government 
officials,

was escorted by two military trains, 
one preceding and one following, as 
it was feared the Villistas would at- 
tack the train while en route.

Paris, Oct. 26.—In a powerful series 


of attacks on the Verdun front the 
French have captured the village and 
fort of Duuaurnont, advancing beyond 
the Thiaumout work and farm, and 
occupied also the Haudromont quar- 
ries north of Verdun, according to 
the bulletin issued on Tuesday by the 
war office. The prisoners captured and 
counted thus far number 3,400, includ- 
ing 100 officers. The text reads: 


"On the Verdun front, after intense 


artillery preparation, an attack on the 
right bank of the Jleuse was launched 
at 11:40 a. m. 
The enemy line at- 


tacked on a front of seven kilometers 
(four and one-third miles) was broken 
through everywhere to a depth which, 
at the center, attained a distance of 
three kilometers (nearly two miles). 


"The village and fort of Douaumont 


are in our hands. 


"To the left our troops, advancing 


beyond the Thiaumont work and farm, 
rushed to Haudromont quarries and 
established themselves along the road 
from Bras to Douaumont. 


"On the right of the fort our line 


runs to the north of La Cnillette wood 
along the western outskirts of the vil- 
lage of Vaux and the eastern border 
of Fumin wood, and continues to north 
of Chenois wood and the Damloup bat- 
tery. 


"Prisoners are pouring in. 
So far 


3,500, including about 100 officers, have 
been counted.

times, and never used for anything 
else, will almost write the name _ of 
itself. It gets imbued with the spirit 
of the signature. 
In the hands of n 


fairly good forger it will preserve the 
char'acterlstics of the original. The 
reason for this is that the point of the 
pen has been ground down in a pe- 
culiar way, from being used always by 
the same hand and for the same combi- 
nation of letters. It would splutter 
if held at a wrong angle or forced on 
lines against its will. It almost guides 
the sensitive hand of the forger when 
he attempts to write the name." 


Cutting Bullet Out of the Heart.'

Attachment for Electric Fan Increases 


the Cooling Capacity of That 


Apparatus Many Times. 


A clever and useful attachment for 


the electric fan, designed by a Los 
Angeles inventor, according to Science 
Monthly, consists of a tin wheel which 
can be hooked on any electric fan and 
which will increase Us cooling capac- 
ity many times. 


The spokes or propellers of this 


wheel are made of fine-mesh screen. 
The lower part of the wheel whirls in 
a tank which Is filled with cold water. 
The electric fan causes the screen pro- 
pellers to revolve and they dip into the 
little 
tank, throwing up a small 


amount of water ou the upward turn. 


The air is sent through j the water 


and is1'cooled, purified and cleaned. 
Perfume, a disinfectant, or a medicat- 
ed liquid may be used instead of water,

city streets, have been coming into 
use as .flooring for the last four or 
five years according to the Forest serv- 
ice.

Wood block is now widely used for 


flooring In factories, warehouses, ma- 
chine^ops. foundries, various types 
of platforms, wharves, and docks, and 
for such miscellaneous purposes as ho- 
tel kitchens, hospitals, laundries, Rnd 
slaughter houses. Possibly, one of the 
oddest of these uses is for the floors 
of .wild animal cages and runways.

In the use of wood block for these 
purposes, it is believed that the growth 
of this Industry will be even more 
rapid in the future.

Large quantities of the dyes have al- 
ready been shipped to the1 United 
Kingdom, where they are said to be 
giving satisfaction.

dyes, there were probably more ' dif- 
ferent vegetable dyes' used than In 
any other part of the world.

A clever and useful attachment for 


The electric fan. designed by a Los

The air is sent through the water
